| ton time.. The sun rises here at 8.26, 
or four minutes after the eclipse is 
over. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28—A ray of 
blackness swung among the spheres 
tonight silently and majestically bear- 
ing toward earth. 

It was the ebony rhadow cast by 
the moon fn eclipsing the sun, gliding 
through the void and from star to 
planet, on eternal astral tour. 

At a rate of thousands of miles an 
hour, its aro described ttself in the 
heavens. But this shadow travelled in 
frigid darkness, and, therefore, went 
unseen by humans, 

Tomorrow, for a brief space, how- 
ever, this black beacon will have a 
flitting encounter with aarth. As it 
rushes upon the abode of humans and 
off again, a darkness as of midnight 
will be spread as though with « taper- 
ing charcoal crayon 243,000 miles 
long, on a path 100 miles wide, ex- 
tending from Red Lake, Minn., to the 
Shetland Islands in the Atlantic. 

What the Eclipse Is: 

The moon will pass between the 
earth and the sun, obscuring the sun. 
Time in New York City, 8 a.m. to 
10.29; total eclipse, 9.11 a.m.; time 
varies by few minutes in other sections 
of totality area. 

Where Visibie: 

Area, 4,600 miles long and 106, to 
150 miles wide froma point in Minne- 
sota’ to a point in the Atlantic ocean 
near the Shetiand Islands. 

A huge blunt pencil of shadow wil! 
make a black smudge, in a curve 
shaped-like sickle, on the earth’s sur- 
face. 

How it will affect the layman: 

Darkness of night will prevail in 
area of totality with varying degrees 
of darkness in rest of the shadow belt. 

Approximately 20,000,000 persons 
will view the phenomenon. 

Street Hghtse will be turned on itn 
some localities. 

Banks, stock exchanges and other 
business institutions will suspend 
business, 

Guards in some cases will keep posts 
as af night against robberics and burg- 
laries.

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A GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 

A U.F.A. member of the Legislature told the 
West Edmonton branch of the party at the annual 
convention the other day that under the new re- 
distribution arrangement they could not hope to 
eleet a representative to Parliament at the next 
election. A similar forecast was made a few days 
ago by an equally qualified speaker in regard to 
the Rast Edmonton seat. The probability is that 
both of them are right; and that a like prospect 
confronts the party in a good many more western 
constituencies. That not so much because the 
boundary lines of the vonstituencies have been 
shifted, as because there has been a shifting also 
of public opinion away from the Progressives. 
Taking the returns from the last election it is not 
probable that any re-arrangement of boundaries 
could have kept the Progressives from sweeping 
the T'rovince almost as completely as they did. 
They were riding the crest of a wave of anticipa- 
tion and no other party had a chance of winning 
save in districts few and far between 

The interval has been a time of disillusionment. 
The Farmer Government set yp at Edmonton has 
not fulfilled any substantial measure of the hopes 
which were staked on it. Instead of reducing 
taxation it has boosted taxation. So far from 
cutting expenditure it has spent more recklessly 
than its predecessors. It has brought in a deficit 
every year it has been in power, despite increased 
collections from the publie and the reduction of 
grants made to maintain some important public 
services. There has been no appreciable advance 
toward the millenium that was supposed to have 
appeared when the U.F.A. took charge of provin- 
vial affairs, At Ottawa the Progressives have 
done no more to justify the faith that was reposed 
in them. They have been the uncertain quantity 
in the political equation. So far as they were able 
they have kept government in a state of chronic 
instability. Nobody knew what they would do 
vext. In consequence the Ministers have not 
Imown what it was safe for them to attempt to do. 
And when it came to a show down the Progress- 
ives have ‘‘split,’ just like the members of other 
parties, on the fundamental issue of tariff reduc- 
tion. The ‘‘new era’’ has not arrived at Ottawa 
any more than at Edmonton, and is no nearer 
arriving by reason of the course of Mr. Hoey and 
lis supporters. That is why the outlook for Pro- 
pressive candidates is admittedly gloomy, in West 
Edmonton, East Edmonton and elsewhere. As 
events are shaping the West will have to fight for 
low tariff at the coming elections. The only way 
it can do that with a fair chance of winning is 
to give a solid backing to the King Government: 


» Which has already taken its life in its hand by 


introducing a measure of tariff reduction and is 
pledged to do more if the public express approval 
and give it the Parliamentary majority that 
would make a consistent policy practicable.

HUMORS OF THE WEATHER. 
Winnipeg Tribune: 
When news of our December cold snap reached 


Britain the London papers hastened to offer their con- 
Colences. In lightly humorous vein they professed to 
admire our fortitude, and trusted we would survive to 
carry on 

Perhaps their sympathy for us caused them to for- 
get that they were enjoying e “London particular” at 
the time, a fog of such pea-soup density as to cause 
considerable dislocation of traffic. Since then the cables 
have told of « furious gale which swept over the British 
Isles. Rivers overflowed their banks, ships were 
wrecked, and towns on the seacoast felt the full fury 
of the gale along the seafront: All this the London 
papers seemingly take with phlegmatic calm. 

Weather, ike many other things, is largely a mat- 
ter of what one is used to. We recall the sailor in a 
Bey of Biscay storm, when the decks were awash and 
the cargo had shifted, expressing pity for the poor folks 
on shore in such a night; and the soldier on leeve in 
Loudon during a Zeppelin raid who wished that ho was 
back in the nice, safe trenches. 

CONSIDER A PAIR OF BOOTS. 
Toronto Star: 

One trequently hears the high prices cf these times 
discussed es if the entire blame rested on the high 
wages paid to labor. Yet the direct labor, the work of 
the wage-earner, hecomes an ever-lessening fraction of 
the cost of any one thing. 

The great trouble is that wages, salaries, commis- 
sion and profits have to be paid to an increasing num- 
ber of intermediaries between the raw material where 
nature provides it in the crude and the ultimate con- 
sumer of the finished article. 

Consider e pair of boots. Bulletin 360, page 160, of 
the United States bureau of labor statistics, says the 
labor on @ pair of shoes costs only 27 cents, including 
the pay of superintendents, office staff, foremen and al! 
persons connected with the necessary working of the 
factory plant. ‘The wage-cost of making the shoes is 
only 87 cents. 

A great many other costs bring the price up before 
the shoes leave the factory. The cost of leather and 
other materials has to be taken into account, and the 
cost of overhead and of selling. There was labor in the 
providing of materials. in their transportation and 
delivery, and in the shipping of the shoes 

Then they are bought and sold two or three times 
before they reach the man who is going to wear them 
Perhaps before they are finally sold to the user of 
them they may have been shown to five or fifty cus- 
tomers who did not buy them, and they may have been 
on the retailer's shelves (paid for by him, but unsold 
by him) for two months or two years. Money is worth 
interest whether it is in a savings bank or in boots on 
e dealer's shelf--and this interest has to be paid by 
beet and shoe buyers whether they know it or not 
Although each particular pair of shoes does not always 
pay its own share of the interest the total turnover of 
the stock must pay it, or the retatler fails In business 

Bhoes are kept in paper boxes, and labor is employ 
ed in making these There is printing on the boxes, 
and labor is used in the printing and in making of the 
inachinery that does the printing The retailer occu 
pies @ store which labor built, shelves and counters had 
to be put in by labor, chairs and tables are used. Boots 
and shoes have to pay for all the labor and must pay 
the rent. 

It is a highly complicated system that furnishes you 
with the boots you wear--or anything else that you 
wear or use--and guile 2 surprising host of persous 
share in the difference between the 37 cents pair for 
labor in the shoe faetory and the $12 that your boots 
cost you when you bought them.
